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MADISON WET—A PROTEST 


T 
' HE CAPITAL TIMES regrets the vote by which the wets 


are returned victorious in Madison. Coming as it does just 


a few months before national prohibition there will not be -the 


vusual sanity in regulation and management of the saloons. The 
idea will be to make the largest returns in the shortest lime. 


We are not surprised, however. 
We have warned the peo- 


ple of Madison of the danger only to be criticized by the sup- 
posed friends of the dry movement. There are several reasons 
for the pronounced change in sentiment. 


First there has been a surfeit of regulation in the past year. 


There has been indiscriminate meddling with olher people's 
business. JJnder some pretense of loyalty to the government 
self-constituted committees have jimmied themselves into the 
homes of our citizens and held them up for this or that and any 
thing at all, and none dare say nay. These committees were 
invariably led by our leading business men who were unof 
ficially taxing the poor and themselves escaping the hardships 
of war. 
Thefe'was bound to be > reaction. The wet vote is one 


of the symptoms of reaction. 


Another thing that has awakened suspicion has been the 


open alliance in many cases of the drys with wealthy men and 
corporations who were using the movement for ulterior pur- 
poses.

More fundamental than any of these however is the fact 


that prohibition is a MORAL issue a.ud when the friends of pro- 
hibition allowed this cause to be linked up with dishonest 
profiteers the moral argument fell flat. 


This was deplorably true in Madison where dry leaders, 


who have been first and always hopelessly reactionary, have en- 
deavored to use the movement selfishly. 


The poor may not articulate their grievances very-plainly, 


and they may strike blindly. But when pressed to the wall they 
will strike and strike hard.

CONDITIONS AS THEY ARE. 


And Madison's profiteering gang has made those conditions. 


They have flaunted the people; they have dared the government; 
they have cheated the workingmen; they have dishonored the 
name BUSINESS MAN. 


The workingmen have struck; Ihey have the sympathy of 


others. Will business men look into the future to avoid the 
storm that is brewing? 
We know not. 


They prefer to stick their heads in the sand. So be it. But 


they should remember that even then the vulnerable parts of 
their bodies are exposed.
